MINUTES OF MEETING OF 
MT. DIABLO AMATEUR RADIO CLUB 
Friday, April 10, 1984 


The meeting was called to order at 8:00 
P.M. by President Harry Styron and noted as 
visitors were Bud Queen, who is a new member of 
the club, and Fletcher Young. In the absence of 
a permanent secretary, minutes were kept by Bill 
Holmes, K6DUV. 


The chair entertained a motion for 
approval of the minutes of the March meeting as 
published in the Carrier. joe Campbell, KD6DY, 
noted that at the discussion of changing the call 
sign of the club repeater,he did not second the 
motion to change the call sign, but the motion to 
table the matter. With this correction the 
minutes were approved as published. 


The treasurer's report was given and it 
was noted that no audit of the 1983 accounting 
reports has been made. The president solicited 
for persons to serve on an audit committee, Sut 
there were no takers. 


The committee reports followed. Guy 
Corynen, KE6BS, reported respecting preparations 
for field day, the completion of the spring program, 
and developments on tvi/catvi, and a new problem 
which is arising out of the electronification of 
telephone systems, which is telephone 
interference. He also briefly noted that there 
were proceedings before the Livermore City 
Council regarding a tower height ordinance for 
that community, but that we did not know much 
about what was going on down there. 


Jim House, KA61VF, reported for 
emergency services coordinator Hank Berriman, 
W6ZHY. He reminded members of the emergency 
services training session at the Concord Police 
Academy to be held Saturday, April 21st, from 9:30 
A.M. to 4:30 P.M. 


Membership chairman Ryan Hedgson, 
KA6IVG, reported that at present there were 209 
members, up from a little less than 100 as a result 
of sending out reminderletters. He proposed that 
the December issue of the Carrier in the future 
carry membership applications and a reminder t 
submit them to save the trouble and expense of the 
reminders. , 


Don Bertrand, N6EEQ, announced again 
the coming trip to Trinity Dam near Lewiston for 
the weekend of April 18th and 19th. This is his 
first effort at putting together a club outing, and 
he is looking forward to building up participation. 
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Larry Kaye, W6CPO, reported on behalf 
of John Keibel, WA6SWO, chairman of the auction 
committee. The first club auction of the year will 
be held at the May meeting, Friday the 18th. 
Doors will open at 7:00 A.M. Be sure to bring 
quality merchandise for the auction. A couple of 
estates have arranged to donate equipment owned 
by late amateurs, including some very good 
condition vintage Hammerlund equipment. 
Collectors take note. 


Betty Lou, KB6UX, reported = on 
forthcoming public service events, including 
marathon runs in Danville and at the Lafayette 
Reservoir the next two weekends. Sign—up sheets 
were made available for those events. 


Under old business it was noted that the 
office of the secretary, the Audit Committee, the 
Public Relations Committee, and the Coffee 
Committee are all open to volunteers. There were 
not takers. 


The president announced that there 
wouid be an open house at the home of Robert St. 
Germaine, VE2AQS, 277 Roundhill Dive, on 
Saturday, April 21st, to discuss participation in the 
public hearing set for the Clayton City Planning 
Commission on Tuesday, April 24th. 


The meeting was then recessed for ten 
minutes, whereupon vice-president Joe Gregory, 
W6QDN, introduced Professor Charles Susskind of 
the Department of Electrical Engineering and 
Computer Sciences of the University of California 
at Berkeley, who spoke on the _ historical 
development of radar from its origins in the late 
19th century theoretical work of Clark & maxwell 
through the first practical application of the 
"Chain Home" stations along the north coast of 
Great Britain during the battle of Britain in 1940.

FCC CRACKS DOWN 


CLAYPOOLE 

On February 15, 1984, U.S. Marshalls 
armed with a search warrant and accompanied 
by FCC engineers seized the amateur radio 
Station of Harold Claypoole (Ex-N6BII). Clay- 
poole had had his license revoked the prev- 
ious Spring for willful and repeated mali- 
cious interference using a false call Sign. 
He was arrested and arraigned in U.S. Mag- 
istrate's Court on March 13, 1984, when he 
continued to operate in defience of the 
revocation. 

Last week, Claypoole was sentenced to 
20 days imprisonment. The sentence will not 
be executed if he stays off amateur racio. 
His confiscated radio equipment is being re- 
turned to him but if he operates it - it 
can be seized without a search warrant and 
Claypoole imprisoned without further adjud- 
ication. 


FCC UPDATES THIRD PARTY TRAFFIC LIST 


The FCC has updated their list of coun- 
tries with which the Amateur Radio Service 
can participate in Third Party Communications. 
The Commission said that all messages passed 
must be "unimportant" (non-business) person- 
al-type traffic.

The FCC also reminded the amateur comm- 
unity that "...at the end of an exchange of 
international third party communications, 
each amateur must transmit the call sign of 
the foreign station in addition to its own 
call sign" as required by Part 97.34. This 
is so that FCC monitoring stations can de- 
termine if you are passing traffic with a 
country on the above approved list. Due to 
adverse propagation conditions, they may 
not be able to hear the foreign station. 

The Private Radio Bureau also published 
a list of the 65 foreign governments that 
have riciprocal amateur operating arrange- 
ments with the United States, but there was 
no change over the list that we published in 
our January 15, 1984 report.

PERSONAL RADIO PETITIONS RECEIVED... 


On April 3rd, the FCC released a Pub- 
lic Notice advising that Rulemaking #4781 
had been assigned to a petition collectiv- 
ely filed by Stu Cowan (W2LX), Bill Orr 
(W6SAI), Prose Walker (W4BW), Doug DeMaw 
(W1FB/8), and Bob Haviland (W4MB) seeking 
to allocate the new WARC 18 and 24.9 MHz 
band to the Amateur Radio Service on a non- 
interference basis to existing fixed ser- 
vice users. 

The petitioners, all very prominent ama- 
teurs who also hold experimental licenses 
to operate on the presently unallocated ama- 
teur spectrum, asked for a combination of 
CW and phone emission. 

According to a April 12th FCC Notice, 
the ARRL filed a petition an March 28th for 
a Part 97 amendment to authorize the WARC 
approved 24.890 to 24.990 MHz and 902-928 
MHz frequency bands to the Amateur Radio 
Service. It was assigned RM-4784. 


The Amateur Radio Motorcycle Club has 
grown to over 400 members. {hey meet on 
5967 kHz Thursday's at 0300Z. The ARMC 
is planning their Second Annual Roundup 
in the Rockie Mountains on August 5-7 

7 ois - A businégg¢ gaze SASE 
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The Olympic Torch Run starts in New 
York City next week and ends 80 days later 
at the Los Angeles Coliseum on July 28th. 
The ignited torch will be flown to the 
U.S. from Greece. Americans from all walks 
of life will hand carry the torch over 
12,000 miles through every state in the 
nation including Alaska and Hawaii. It is 
the longest torch run in the history of the 
Olympic games! Employeew from AT&T will 
coordinate the event using amateur radio as 
their major communications medium. 


The FCC in Gettysburg advises that they 
are now only taking an average of ll days 
to process amateur license applications re- 
ceived in good order. (15,037 applications 
were handled during March 1984 versus 16,1 /4 
a year earlier.)

TOSTADA PIZZA 


To turn a plain evening into a really 
wild party, try the following, courtesy 
of Rick (WB6EZI) and the Delta ARC 
Newsletter. 


Take an ordinary frozen cheese pizza
